UNDER CONSIDERATION: 


The officia] investigation into the con- 
vict of Georgia and the 
alleged misconduct of the prison com- 
mission may be concluded this week. 

At the close of the hearing yesterday, 
following the appearance of the three 
members of the prison commission, sev- 
eral members of the legislative commit- 
tee stated that a few more witnesses 
will be called this week and the conf- 
mittee will then go into executive session 
and formulate its report. 

The witnesses who remain to be heard 
are Secretary Goodloe Yancey, of the 
commission; Inspectors Deadwyler and 
3urke and a number of persons whose 
names were furnished to the committee 
Turner. The list of Mr. 
numbered nearly 200 parties. 
Only a few of these will be called. This 
is taken to mean that the prison com- 
mission will not be severely censured in 
the report of the investigating commit- 
tee. It is believed if the commission 
contemplated such a course, all the wit- 
nesses for the defense would be called 
upon their testimony. 

It may be confidently predicted that 
the convict lease system will be scat’h- 
ingly reviewed and a change in the pres- 
ent law, which permits the leasing of 
convicts to private parties, will be de- 
manded.

Forfeiture of Bonds. 


There is also a strong probability that 
the committee will call for the forfeiture 


of bonds given by contractors when| 


+ 


leasing convicts as a pledge of their 
faithful performance of contracts with 
the state and to guarantee proper care 
and treatment of the men. 

The investigation has perceptibly veer- 
ed around to this point during the past 
few days. It was emphasized on vyes- 
terday by a question put by Chairman 
Felder, of the committee, to Thomas 
Eason, of the commission, when the 
latter was on the stand. 

Mr. Felder: ‘We are asking if the 
ruleg at this camp were violated to 4 
sufficient extent to justify the forfeit- 
ure of the bonds of the contractor?’ 

Mr. Eason: “The commission did not 
demand such forfeiture.” 

Under the resolution creating the com- 
mission, that body was to took into 
this fact. The rules of the prison com- 
mission were made a part of every con- 
tract by Which convicts were let by the 
state. If the rules were violated con- 
tinuously and fiagrantivy, the commis- 
sion had the authority to call for tne 
forfeiture of the bonds. This provision 
for an indemnity was made in order that 
grasping contractogs would not be tempt- 
ed to deny convicts proper food, cloth- 
ing and shelter in order to increase the 
profits from their labor. 

According to a statement made oy 4 
leading member of the committee, there 
need not be a trial of thercase in the 
courts in order to assess damages un- 
der contractor’s bonds. The prison com- 
mission may hold that the contract with 
the state was violated and fix the dam- 
age at 25 per cent of the amount of the 
bond.

SYMPATHY STRIKE FEARED 


It Is Believed That Engineers, Fire- 
men and Conductors Will Refuse 
To Move With Non-Union 
Men Quit, Thus 
Flocking System,

Winnipeg, Manitoba, August 6.—To- 
night all the Canadian Pacific railway 
are in darkness, as the electri- 
operating the light plants have 
to work with nonunion men. 
three coach-loads of strike- 
arrived here from St. Paul 
and Chicago and these, added to tKe 
Japanese used in roundhouses, and 
Italians and Galicians at work in other 
parts of the yards, add@ somewhat: to 
the usual actvity around the buildings. 

Porters are now compelled to clean 
their own cars and every extra laborer 
that can be obtained Is -being pressed 
into service. Several hundred mechan- 
ics are expected from  Paclfic coast 
States, while the eastern shops. will 
draw their supply from New England. 
At some shops in far western cities 
armed police are on guard, 

Pickets on Guard. 

The most striking feature of the sit- 
uation was the placing of between fifty 
and sixty pickets at the various raij- 
road terminals and in the vicinity of 
the shops to meet all mechanics com- 
ing into that city and = dissuade 
them from working for the Canadian 
Pacific. J. H. McVey, local chairman, 
of the strikers, authorized the state- 
ment that he had information from 
what he regardeg as thoroughly re- 
liable source, that a carload of strike- 
breakers left Chicago yesterday morn- 
ing. A strict lookout will be kept for 
them by pickets at the Soo and Great 
Northern terminals. 

Maybe General Strike. 


(The crux of the strike situation lies 
in the attitude of the engineers, fire- 
men and conductors, and indications 
are that the interunion jealousies, 
which have spoiled previous strikes for 
the men, have now disappeared, and 
that four days hence the whole Ca- 
median Pacific railway service may be 


tled-up. 

The demands of the striking me- 
chanics are: 

Reduction in thours from 10 to 9; to 
do away with the demerit mark system 
used in connection with time clocks 
in the works; that machinists be paid 
On the !7th. instead of the 20th, as 
‘now; that the company cease alleged 
endeavors to disrup& the mechanical 
unions.

Old Regime at Constantinople 
Is Down and Qut 


SULTAN SHORN OF POWER

Hereafter He Will Govern Accord- 
ing to the Constitution or There 
Will Be Trouble — New Min-

Constantinople, August 6—The Young 
Turks have now completely triumphed. 
A new cabinet, practically composed of 
their own regiments and commanding 
public confidence, is established on a con- 
stitutional basis, the sultan having giv- 
en up his claim to the right to appoint 
the ministers of war and marine. Kia-| 
mil Pasha, who, for the third time, be-

TN STATE PRISON CAMPS 


Commissioner Thomas Eason Dee 
clared He Did Not Approve of 
Convicts Working on Sune 
day, but Some Work in 
Brick Camps Was 

 ‘Unavoidable.

Chairman J. Sid Turner, of the come 
mission, took the stand yesterday fol- 
lowing the vacation of the chair by 
R. S. Alford, of Milledgeville, in order 
to supplement his statement of the day 
before. He submitted statistics from 
the last United States census to show 
that the death rate among negroes ig 
thirteen southern cities was 35 pep 
1,000, as against !3 per 1,000 among the 
negroes in the Georgia penitentiary. He 
said this disproved charges of lack of 
care and ill-treatment. He also refer- 
red at some length to the needs of the 
juvenile reformatory. 

General Evans next took the stand, 
and made a statement, in which he de- 
Clared he had given his time and his 
best thought to the care of Georgia 
convicts during the past ten years, Gen- 
eral Evans said convicts should be hu- 
manely treated, as the state was father 
to the citizen. 

Commissioner Thomas Eason said he 
had not given all of his time to the 
office, but had engaged in the practice 
of law in the meantime. Mr. Felder 
advised him that this was permissible. 
He said he did not approve of deputy 
wardens receiving pay from lessees, as 
he did not approve “of a man serving 
two masters."" He said he objected to 
men being worked on Sunday. but.that 
it- was unavoidable at brick camps, 
and the commission permitted ~ such 
work by canvicts. He stated he had 
tried to operate a brick camp, but he 
could not succeed with free labor in 
opposition to companies using the more 
reliable convict labor. 


Convicts Hired From Farm. 


R. S. Alford, a Milledgeville business 
man, took the stand at the opening of 
the hearing yesterday afternoon and 
told of hiring convicts from the state 
farm, for which he paid at the rate of 
90 cents a day. 

In part payment for this work of con- 
victs, hulls were shipped to the farm 
his oil mill. The total work last 
fall amounteg to $98. - 

Judge J. S. Turner was next recalled 
to the stand and was asked for a state- 
ment as to the distribution of convicts 
among the various contractors and the 
number of men furnished to each 4p 
excess of their original contract. 

Asked about the statement of Super- 
intendent Buthune, of the. state re- 
formatory, he said no teachers had ever 
been furnished to the Institution, It is 
simply run as a farm. All the accounts 
of the farm are kept in the office of 
the prison commission. Mr. Bethune is 
purchasing agent and all bills for sup- 
plies are sent to Atianta and settled by 
checks. : 

Books Were Never Checked, 


There is no check upon the superin- 
tendent of the state farm, except re- 
ports made by Superintendent Coombs. 
Witness said books of the state farm 
had never been checked up.

committee to return to the chamber and 
vote On a genera) bill. 

Mr. Candler cross-examined witness 
as to the system of bookkeeping in 
vogue at the state farm. Witness said 
Superintendent Coombs sent duplicate 
deposit slips to the commission when- 
ever he made a deposit. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Ryals, 
witness sald Secretary Goodloe Yancey, 
of the commission, who handled the ac- 
counts of the commission, was not a 
Sworn Or a bonded officer. He said no 
money was handled by the secretary 
Or any member of the commission, all 
financial operations being carrieg on 
through the Lowry National bank. The 
_Chairman of the commission signs all 
payrolls. 

Witness stated Superintendent Coombs 
held out such sums as were needed for 
the operation of the farm, and the 
amount was charged against his pay- 
roll. The balance of the proceeds from 
the sale of produce raised on the farm 
was deposited to the credit of the com- 
mission. 

In reply to a question of Chairman 
Felder, he said he did not know the 
amount of purchases made for the 
farm, but thought it was more than 
61,000 a month. The purchases of the 
superintendent were approved after 
they were made. 

Chairman Turner then went at some 
length into the problems of the state 
reformatory and the difficulties which 
must be overcome in making the insti- 
tution a success. 

Condition at the Farm. 


He sald: 

“There is at the state farm a women 
Who ought not to be there. She is a- 
grown woman of notoriously bad char- 
acter. There are grown negro boys, 
S0me of whom are large enough to 
throw me out of that window. 

“The original appropriation for the 
State reformatory was only $1/0,000, 
Supplemented later by a small amount 
from the farm. We were required 
undef the act creating the reformatory 
to erect buildings and buy equipment 
with the amount appropriated for the 
institution, We had !25 persons to 
care for and foung ‘ét utterly imposai- 
ble with the amount at our disposel, 
We erected one building, using the 
farm labor to a large extent. There 
have never been any walls around it 
and escape is unavoidable. 

“At the thme we built we did. not ex- 
pect that any negroes would be com- 
mitted to the institution. The commit- 
ments began with nothing but NeOSTOR’. 
We addressed a letter to the judges oF 
the state asking them not to ruin the 
institution and telling them the ne- 
groes predominated. Now there are 
nearly an equal number of whites and 
blacks in the institution. 

“We are given $160,000 to maintain 
the penitentiary system and out of 
this we must provide for the reforma- 
tory. We have never had the money 
to inaugurate any kind of special work, 
manual training and the like. 

“Mrs. Bethune, the wife of the super- 
intendent, is one of the best women I 
have ever known and intensely inter- 
ested in this work. She is giving the 
boys moral and. to some extent, intel- 
lectual training.” 


Negroes at the Farm. 


Chairman Turner then reminded Mr. 
Felder that they had discussed the re- 
formatory’s future when the bill creat- 
ing it was up for consideration, and 
that they agreed no negroes would be 
sent to the reformatory. Mr. Felder 
demurred ang stated he had not be- 
Ifeved many negroes would be commit- 
ted under the proposed law. Contint> 
ing, Mr. Turner called attention to the 
fact that at the Fulton county reform- 
ator, no negroes whatever were re- 
ceived. | 

The advisability of the location of the 
reformatory at the state farm wags 
then taken up by Mr. Candler is his 
cross-examination of witness. Chair- 
man Turner satd he thought it was all 
right and that with a Syfficient ap- 
Propriation a most successf]) reforma- 
tory could be conducted. He thought 
it imperative that the negroes be re- 
moved and that great care be exercised 
in the commitment of inmates to ae 
clude boys above the age limit. 

Witness referred to table gfiven by 
him Wednesday, showing the deatn 
rate at the penitentiary. He said it 
Was 23.2 per thousand. He submitted 
tables which he said were taken from 
the last United States census, show- 
ing a death rate among negroes in thir- 
teen southern cities, showing a death 
Pate of 35.2 per thousand. 

Pr gta Clement A. Evans. a member 
wig Prison commission, then took the 

Evans on the Stand. 


General Evans was not sworn. Ha 
stated when the position on the com- 
mission was tendered him he hesitated 
before taking it. | 

Witness said that his associates en- 
deavored to. do their utmost to perfect 
the system and that by personal visits 
to the camps he had tried to better the 
conditions of the prisoners. He said he 
had not done much inspection during the 
last three years, and he found that he 
could do better service in the office. 

Inspectors had been appointed and he 
had several talks with these men and 
tried to learn the woret features of con- 
vict camps. He said the same inspectors 
did not inspect the same camps, there- 
by one man checked another. : 

There have been complaints in the 
newspapers of neglect, admitted the wit- 
ness, and in anewer he said he had 
missed but three meetings of the com- 
mission in ten years. 

Withess said he took a great interest 
_4p the establishment of the juvenile re- 
formatory and has tried to get the right 
kind of a building. The presence of the 
two races in one building he considered 
fharmful. The two races, he thought 
should be separated. 


Not Consulted by Lessees, 


Witness said he knew very little re- 
garding the lessees, as he had not been 
consulted by any lessee in his ten years 
of service. 

Regarding the reports from the legis- 
lative committee complaining of some 
camps, witness stated he had gone al! 
over them and realized that errors ‘had 
been made, put he was not infallible and 
he hag tried to see that the mistakes 
were corrected. 

Witness said he did not know any- 
thing regarding the wardens receiving 
compensation from the lessees, but he 
thought it was a bad policy. . 

When asked if he knew that Jake 
Moore was receiving money from the 
lessees for the transfer of convicts, Gen- 
eral Bvans stated he knew nothing of 
it, Dut that he thought it was incor- 
rect. 

Witness stated that he thought the 
copvictg could be: Improved morally by 
careful treatment, but that the considers 
the convict lease system itself dead 
wrong. He said he did not think the 
warden could help the convict morally 
when he also worked for the lessee, 


cursed the men and insisted upon their 
working on Sunday. 

- Witness said he was more particu- 
larly dmpressed with what the inspect- 
ors found as to the food and treat- 
ment of the men than he was with the 
feports furnished by wardens. : 

Fresh Meat Once a Week.

General Evans said he had no knowl- 
edge as to the “overs.” 

Witness stated that he made it his 
especial concern to 100k into the appii- 
cations on hand for pardons and that 
most of this time was taken up with this 
feature of the prison commission's du- 
ties. 

Witness’ stated that. the greed of gold 
was one essential cause of a great deal 
of the present trouble. 

Witness stated that he considered that 
the present punishment was with an eye 
to reform the convict and likened it 
to @ father whipping his child. 

Eason on the Stand. 


Thomas Eason, another member of 
the prison commission, next took the 
stand and asked to be sworn. 

He said what he knew of his own 
knowledge he desired to state under 
oath. He referred to the statement 
made by Chairman Turner in behalf of 
the commission, and said it was the 
record of the work done by the com- 
mission. 

Witness referreg to a tour of inspec- 
tion made by himself and Jake Moore 
when they visited all camps of the state 
except Jim Smith’s farm and the Sugar 
Hill camp. He said in ten years the 
condition of the convicts of the state 
has been vastly improved. Ae said, 
since April I, 1899, their situation had 
been immeasurably bettered. 

He referred to the criticism of the 
commission, and said he knew mis- 
takes had been made, but that his 
foresight was not ag good as his hind- 
sight, or he would have been a mil- 
lionaire. 

He referred to a controversy with 
Joel Hurt, in which the contractor re- 
fused to furnish sufficient blankets 
for the men in a spell of severe weath- 
er, and would not do so until the comi- 
mission told him if he did not secure 
the blankets they would be purchased 
by the commission on his account and 
sent to him. Mr. Hurt then bought the 
blankets. 

He also referred to Mr. Hurt’s exces- 
sive demands that the men be whipped. 
He said Mr. Hurt wanted a convict 
ptnished because he smiled at a man 


was an old slaveholder, and found he 
coulg get more work out of his men 
when they were in a good humor than 
when they were not. 

He referred to Mr. Hurt’s complaint 
against the commission because Dr. 
W. B Hamby secured some convicts 
from Callahan & Co. which he wanted. 

“One fellow was trying to get the 
convicts for as little as possible, and 
another fellow beat him out. It was 
no concern of the commission,” said 
Mr. Eason. 

He then spoke of a transaction in 
which A. B. Steele was disappointeg in 
getting men he bid on. He said if the 
commission could violate its rules in 
any instance, they would have been 
glad to see Mr, Steele get them, as he 
was a most agreeable man, and one 
who complied promptly with all the 
demands of the commission and the re- 
quirements of the rules. 

Witness denied most 
the commission had ever knowingly 
permiftteg advance information as to 
bids submitted by rival contractors to 
leak out for the benefit of other bid- 
ders. He.said the awards of convicts 
were always made to the highest bid- 
ders. “The man who bid the most 
money,” jhe said, “got the convicts. 
There was no complaint except on the 
part of the men who were awarded no 
convicts. Some of them stated they 
woulq not give the amount the con- 
victs brought.” 

Did Not Know About Moore. 

Witness denied he had any Knowledge 
that Jake Moore was receiving extra 
pay from lessees. He stated that he 
knew Moore was engaged in transfer- 
ring convicts from one camp to an- 
other and pointed out to the commis- 
sion that by consolidating campg the 
state saved much money. He said if he 
knew Moore was receiving a commis- 
sion for this service he would have re- 
ported the matter to Chairman Turner 
and had it stopped. : 

He said during this time he and Jake 
Moore occupied adjoining rooms in the 
Grand, anq were very friendly; but 
in all their talks JaKe Moore never 
told him he wag making money on the 
side in this way. 

Taking up the charge that he did not 
give his entire time to the duties of 
his office, witness said it was true. He

JUDGE PARDEE IN THE WAY 


It Is Belleved That Pardee, Having 
Reversed Judge Speer, wee 
Take Similar Action if An- 
other Injunction Should 
Be Secured. 


Washington, August 6.—After a con- 
ference lasting nearly two hours on the 
subject of the proposed increase’ in 
freight rates to Texas points, Chairman 
Knapp and Commissioner Clement to- 
day invited Senator Culberson, Allison 
Mayfield, chairman of the railroad com- 
mission of Texas; J. E Love, chairman 
of the railroad commiasion of Okla- 
homa, and Assistant Attorney Genera! 
Claude Pollard, of Texas, to continue 
their discussion of the proposed in- 
crease tomorrow. 

The representatives of Texas and Ok- 
lahoma concurre€ with the members of 
the commission with a view to agree- 
ing on some method of procedure Ww 
prevent the proposed increased rates 
being made effective, but no conclusion 
was reached. 

What Texans Asked. 


Messrs. Mayfield ana Love desired to 
have the commission Issue an order 


against the enforcement. of fhe  in- 
crease of rates until a complaint could 
be tried, and the question determined as 
to the reasonableness of the proposed 
rates. This never has been done by the 
interstate commerce commission, and 
the legality of such action is question- 
ed. The increased rates do not be- 
come effective until August 10. It is 
regarded as probable that the commis- 
sion will be able to act only upon com- 
plaint after the rates have become ef- 
fective and after a hearing. 

The fact that the jurisdiction 
United States Circult Judge Pardee 
extends over the state of Texas, is 
accepted as insuring a reversal of any 
injunction proceedings of any United 
States district court against the pro- 
posed increase of rates should a dis- 
trict judge be willing to grant a writ, 
as was done by Judge Speer, of Gevur- 
gia, those who are anterested in the 
Texas rates are satisfied that he would 
take similar action in thelr case under 
Similars circumstances. 

Alabama to Join Other States. — 


Montgomery. Ala., August 6.—The act 
of Fed@ral Judge Paraee. in dissolving 
the injunction of Judge Speer, of Geor- 
gia, which prevented the application of 
tthe new Interstate rates to the terri- 
tory of that state. has eliminated the 
basis of the demand for readjustment 
made by the Alabama railroad commis- 
Sion, answer to which was to be made 
by today. There being no discrimina- 
tion, ‘which would have been the case 
with restraint as to weorgia, and not 
to other states, Alabama may become 
a party with the other states to de- 
mand that has been made on the 
interstate cOmmerce commission to 
prevent the rates being enforced. The 
Alabama commissioners are here today, 
but will likely have no orders to give 
out, in view of the situation, other than 
to formally join Georgia and Texag in 
their fight before the commission at 
Washington.

BRYAN. WHACKS 
AT VAN CLEAVE 


Foe of Union Labor Taken to 
Task by Nebraskan, 


LABOR UNION NOT A TRUST 


——— 


Bryan Says the Difference Is So 
Marked That It Is Not Fair to 
Treat Labor Union as a Com > 
bination in Restraint 
of Trade. 


Lincoln, Neb., August 6.—W. J. Bryan 
issued a statement replying to a circus 
lar issued some weeks ago by the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, 
and signed by James W., Van Cleave. 

Mr. Bryan declares that the pamph- 
let of Mr. Van Cleave raises two 
questions: 

First. Is*there anything in the labor 
plank of the democratic platform. to 
whieh business can justly take excep- 
tion, and second, is tne labor question 
so important to business men as tO 
justify them in ignoring all other is- 
sues? 

Proposed Labor Department. 


Mr. Bryan declares that the provision 
in the democratic platirorm for the crea- 
tion of a labor department, with a cab- 
inet officer at its head, cannot possi- 
bly offend business men. He then says! 

“The platform draws . distinction be- 
tween associations of wage-eampers or- 
ganized for the pretection of wages 
and the improvement of labor condi- 
tions, and industrial corporations which 
act in restraint of trade. The differ- 
ence between a labor organization and 
a trust is so apparent that no disinter- 
ested person will deny that they should 
be treated separately. To class the 
two kinds of organizations together and 
deal with them under one law, is bound 
to do injustice tc one or the other. 
The business men can have no vital 
concern in including the labor organ- 
izations in the anti-trust laws!” 

Mr. Bryan then takes up the plank 
providing for trial by jury in cases of 
indirect contempt. He insists that this 
cannot raise a question of vital concern 
to business men, because every man 
has a right to a jury trial. He then 
says: 

Attempt to Raise False Issue. 


“An attempt has been made to raise a 
false issue in regard to the courts and 
to make it appear that the demand 
is an assault upon the 

courts. Those who

“But. there is another labor plank 
that Mr. Van Cleave probably has in 
mind. This ig the plank that declares 
that parties to all judicial proceedings 
should be treated with rigid impartial- 
ity, and that an t!njunction should not 
issue in any cases in which an injunc- 
tion would not lie if no ‘ndustrial dis- | 
pute were involved. 

Do They Want Partiality in Courts? 

“Do the business men fnsist upon par- 
tiality in judicia] proceedings? Do they 
Insist that the mere fact that there is 
an industrial dispute should justify an 
injunction? That plank does not at- 
tempt to interfere witk the issue of an 
injunction where other conditions jus- 
tify it. but it does oppose the issue of 
an injunction merely for the purpose of 
bringing the court into the discussion 
of an industrial dispute. 

“Mr. Van Cleave asserts 
Piank rouseg class spirit; 
tutes a demand for ‘class favors,’ but 
this {is not true. It ig a declaration 
that the write of injunction should not 
be used for the purpose of creating a 
class or favoring a class. The labor- 
ing men resent any attempt to discrim- 
inate against them in favor of any 
other class.” : 

Mr. Bryan, in conclusion, declares that 
Mr. Van Cleave doee the business man 
an injustice in assuming that his wak- 
ing hours are filled with fears of the 
wage-earner, and that his night's rest 
is broken by imaginary disputes with 
those who toil.

Old Age, Worry and Failure 
of Business Ventures Giv- 
en as Cause.

His advanced age, worry ang the fact 
that several arge business ventures in 
which he was interested had failed be- 
cause of the recent financial troubles, 
are given.as the cause, combined, for 
the suicide of Captain Purse. No let- 
ter was left by him. ’ 

On Wednesday a physician warned 
his relatives that his mind was affect- 
ed. Captain Purse will be buried pri- 
vately in Laurel Grove cemetery to- 
morrow afternoon at 5:30 o'clock. No 
one except his immediate relatives ang 
his lifelong friends, who will be pall- 
bearers. will witness the final service. 

Captain Purse ‘was at the time of his 
death engaged in promoting the Savan- 
nah and Southwestern railroad, and 
was also interested in a number of 
other Georgia enterprises. He is sup- 
posed to be a very wealthy man, own- 
ing property in Savannah and other 
portions of south Georgia. 

He is survived by a wife and four 
sons, James A., WD. G., and Clayton 
Purse, of this city, and Dr. Marshall 
Purse, of Atlanta; also one brother, Dr. 
B. S.: Purse, of this city. 

Sketch of His Life. 


Captain Purse was born in Savannah 
1839, a son of Thomas and 
Eliza Jane Purse. The former was born 
in Winchester, Va., and the latter in 
Savannah. Thomas Purse was one of 
the original projectors and promoters 
of the Central of Georgia railroad: was 
its first superintendent, and during his 
connection therewith invented the first 
time table ever employed fn the opera- 
tion of railroad trains, the equated 
principle which he formulated being 
Row utilized on railroads throughout 
the world. He was state senator in 
18490 and 1850, mayor of Savannah in 
1862, and for many years before and 
after that period a member of the Sa- 
vannah board of aldermen, and filled 
many civil and political positions of 
distinction and honor. He =swas an 
ardent supporter of the cause of the 
confederacy, but physical infirmities 
prevented him from entering the ranks. 
(For many years prior to (85% he had 
been a martyr to inflammatory rheu- 
matism. He passed to his reward at the 
age of 70 years, honored by all who 
know of hie character and service. 
Daniel G. Purse procured his prelimi- 
nary education and training in private 
schools in Savannah and Sandersville, 
Ga., then entered Emory college, at Ox- 
ford, Ge., but left the institution in 
1887 at the end of bis junior year and 
thereafter fook a commercial course 
in Pittsburg, Pa., under the direction 
of Peter Duff, a celebrated ‘acoountant 
of his day. 
Started Life as a Teacher. 
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charge of Montieth academy, in woich 
he was preceptor one year, at the close 
of which he resigned this position and 
took a clerkship in Savannah. 

Subsequently he ‘bought out a paint 
and oil business, which he successfully 
eonagg icted from its inception and until 
l the civil war. Prior to this he had 
connected himself with the Oglethorpe 
| Light infantry, and when hostilities be- 
gan, not being able to leave with Com- 
ipany <A, of that organization, which wen* 
to Virginia, he took an active part in 
recruiting and organizing Company B, 
which was attached to tke fMonar- 
gia volunteer infantry, after which he 
hecame third sergeant. 

He was serving as sergeant major af 
Fort Pulaski! when he was transferred 
to the ordnance department at Savan- 
nah, and served most accepta*iv tn th's 
department from November, (861, untfi 
November, !'864. Within this period h* 
was t@hdered and declined a second 
lieutenaney In the camp of instruction 
of a commany in the field, but his serv- 
ices In the ordnance department were 
eonsidered so valuable that they de- 
clined to release him at the time, with 
an understanding that he was to be 
cammissioner and assigned to duty In 
the field as soon as he could be spared. 


Organized Engineering Corps. 


In November, 1864, jhe was ordered 
to Augusta, ‘where he organized an en- 
gireers’ supply station for the military 
department of Georgia, South Carolina 
and Florida. with the commission of 
military storekeeper of the corps of 
engineers, and the pay and allowance 
of a captain of infantry. 

He was always under the direct com- 
mand of General J. F. Gilmer, chief of 
engineers in the confederate service. 
In 1862. while in the ordnance depart- 
ment. as the result of severe Iliness, 
Captain Purse was rendered unfit for 
field service; he served in the en- 
gineere’ corps until the close of the war, 
receiving his parole in Athens August 
16. 1865, at the hands of Major M. A. 
Ewen. of the One-Hundred and Sixty- 
Sixth New York Volunteers, and pro- 
vost marshal. 

Returning to Savannah he has con- 
tinuously resided in that city, and the 
impress of his enterprise, vigor and zeal 
is stamped upon every material under- 
taken that has fostered the growth and 
prestige of the city of his birth. 

As alderman and chairman of “the 
finance committee in 1!877, after Savan- 
nah had been scourged and rendered 
almost bankrupt through the yellow 
fever epidemic of the preceding year, 
he succeeded in funding the bonded in- 


debtedness.

Paris, August 6.—~Paris was plunged 
in darkness for two hours tonight De- 
cause of -an attempt of electricians to 
cariy out a -eneral strike similar to 
that of March 4, J 907. The maneuver 
which fortunately proved abortive, is 


attributed to a desire of the reVolu- 
tionary laborites for revenge for an 
order issued bv the prefect of the 
Seine, closing the labor exchange to 
the federated unions of the department 
of the Seine because of the part the 
labor exchange played in the recent 
disturbances. 

Shortly before 9 o'clock the current 
Was abruptly cut off. This caused the 
greatest inconvenience in the hotels 
and restaurants, a majority of which 
are almost entirely dependent upo)n 
electricity for their lights. There was 
@ recurrence of the scene of last year 
when the lights were extinguished, the 
diners finishing meals by the glimmer 
of candies. Most of the theaters are 
closed for the summer season. but the 
Theatre Francais and a number of mu- 
Sic halls were compelled to abandon 
their program and dismiss their audi- 
ences owing to the darkness. 

Consternation reigned in the news- 
paper offices, which were threatened 
with the deprivation of both light and 
power. Urgent messages were dis- 
patched to various parts of the city 
for engines and automobiles. with 
which it was intended to generate 
power. _To the great relief of all con- 
cerned, however, the supply of electric- 
itv was resumed. shortly after tO 
o'clock. 

It appéars that when thev came on 
duty, the night. shift, without the 
slightest warning, announced their in 
tention tO cease work and cut off the 
power. The director of the plant re- 
fused to be intimidated and threatened 
instantly dismissal to all the electri- 
clans who persisted in the attitude 
they had taken. After deliberating for 
some time the men resumed work.

TAFT KNOCKS

Tells Virginia Lawyers Wherein 
the Couris Ate Lacking 


FEE SYSTEM IS HAMMERED 


Taft Says That There Ought to Be 
Reduction in Costs, and All 
Court Officia:s Should Be 


Paid Reasonable 


Salaries. 


Hot Springs, Va., August 6.—There was 
no reservation in the southern hospitali- 
ty accorded William H. Taft by the Vir- 
ginia State Bar Assocfation here today 
On the occasion of the address of the 
republican candidate on “The Law’s De- 
lay." His presence and introductory 
pleasantries were applauded by an audi- 
ence representative of the sgcial life of 
the Old Dominion. The burden of his 
speech met the expected approval of the 
lawyers present. At his conclusion Mr. 
Taft was surrounded by members of the 
audience who presented themselves for 
persona] acquaintance. At the banquet 
tonight Mr. Taft responded to ‘the toast, 
“The. Presideni.” 


Mr. Taft prefaced ‘his forty-minute 
speech today by expressing the embar- 
rassment he felt In appearing before a 
Virginia audience. This he made clear 
by this anecdote: 

“As I wag entering the hall here today 
I was introduced to a very charmirg 
daughter of Virginia, a married lady. of 
whom I inquired, on hearing her name, 
Which was a Virginia name, whether she 
was a relative of a friend of my own 
from Virginia who bore the same name. 
‘Oh, no,’ she replied, ‘my poor husband 
is a yankee.’ ”

“The inequality that existsin our pres- 
ent administration of justice and that 
sooner or later is certain to rise and 
trouble us, and to call for popular con- 
demnation and reform, is in the unequal 
burden which the delays and expenses 
of litigation under our system imposes 
on the poor litigant.’ 

One remedy, Mr. Taft said, remains 
in our judicial procedure, which is now 
too cumbersome. Another would be 
more expedition on the part of judges 
in rendering their opinions. Delay, he 
said, always worked to the detriment 
of the poor and to the benefit of the 
wealthy iitigant. As to appeals, Mr. 
Taft believes that ‘‘the court of first in- 
stance,” and the intermediate appellate 
courts, should be for the purpose of final- 
ly disposing in a just and prompt way 
of contentions between litigants, The 
appellate jurisdiction of the court of Jast| 
resort should be limited to those cases 
which are typical and which give to it 
in its judgment, an opportunity to cover 
the whole field of the law. 


Taft Knocks Fee System, 


He continued: » 
“| believe that a great reform might 
be effected, certainly in the federal 
courts, and 1 think, too, in the state 
courts, by a mandatory reduction of the 
court costs and fees. The salaries of 
the court officers, should be fixed and 
should be paid out of the treasury of 
the county, state or national govern- 
ments, as the case may be, and the fees 
should be reduced to as low a figure as 
possible. : 

“T think another step in the direction 
of the dispatch of litigation would be 
the requirement of higher qualifications 
for those judges who sit in the cases in- 
volving a small amount. 

“Another method by which ‘the irri- 
tation at the inequality of our adminis- 
tration of justice may be reduced, is By 
the intreduction of a system for the 
settling of damage suits brought by em- 
ployees against public service corpora- 
tions through official arbitration and 
without resort to jury trials.

lt is an affront to the intelligence of Georgians who are informed 
with regard to the actual facts of the case, and a reflection on the 
men and women who, on paper, are to be the chief beneficiaries 
of its enactment.

If there is an extra session of the general assembly now—and it could 
have been, possibly still can be, avoided—talk at $2,000 a day must bear the 
responsibility for it.

From the basis of tax returns already made by 
counties in Georgia, Comptroller General Wright estimates that the total 
increases in tax returns from all sources for 1908 will range between six

This enormous discrepancy, the comptroller points out, may be due in 
part’ to the recent stringency, which has slightly lowered the value of prop- 
erty in various portions of the state. 

The theory cannot, however, explain the tremendous slump in the in- 
stance of DeKalb county, which shows a loss of $404,835. As Colonel Wright 
intimates, DeKalb, in such close proximity to Fulton county and governed 
virtually by the conditions obtaining here, should show a healthy increase, 
as does Gwinnett on the other side. 

And so with other counties scattered over the state. 

DeKalb is only one instance of unnatural decrease in returns from coun- 
ties variously distributed through the state which would. despite the stringen- 
cy, be logically expected to record at least an advance over the figures of 
the year preceding, instead of actual and large losses. 

Would it not be well for the general assembly before its adjournment, 
to provide as well for a searching investigation of the methods pursued by 
every county where these abnormal discrepancies have developed, while 
prosecuting general inquiries into the present uneven and haphazard sys- 
tem’ of administering taxes in Georgia? 

There is reason to believe that under the present status the burden of 
government in Georgia, is by no means equally distributed among the various 
counties. An inquiry that will devise a remedy for this inequality, while 
promising additional revenue at a time when the state is embarrassed in 
meeting the growing expenses of its administration, would be of more 
value than all the talk on the subject from now until the day of judgment. 

Developments parallel to these are not siniioaierta in Georgia. It is time 
to locate, and remove, the first cause!

Opposes Enlarged Expenditures. 


Editor Constitution: It is said that after 
our constitution was adopted in 1877, con- 
taining the provision that the governor and 
the general assembly should never have the 
power to borrow more than $200,000 (and 
that only for cqdasual deficiencies), Mr. 
Toombs remarked with great satisfaction that 
they had locked the door of the treasury and 
thrown the key into the sea. 

There was, however, no limit placed upon 
the annual rate of taxation and after twenty- 
five years, in 1908, the people found that 
although the taxable property had increased 
threefold, the rate of taxation was doubled. 

For instance, in 1881 the taxable property 
of the state was valued at §$871,000,000 and 
Governor Colq\itt got along with only §38 per 
thousand, or $810,000 in direct taxes out of 
the pockets of the people. 

This, mark you, was eight years after the 
establishment of the public schools and “twa 
years aftér the pension roll was established. 

Ten years ago Governor Atkinson's last as- 
sessment collected an ad valorem tax of 
$2,200,000 from the people, who then returned 
$417,000, 000. 

This year there will be collected directly 
from the people $3,600,000, or §6 per thou- 
sand on $720,000, 000. 

Of course I am dealing with only the di- 
rect tax. The income of the state is nearly a 
million dollars more. 

In 1908 the people demanded through the 
general assembly that they be permitted to 
put another ‘‘lock’’ upon Georgta’s treasury, 
We paased the amendment limiting taxation 
to $5 per thousand and the people ratified it 
almost unanimously. 

In view of the increasing values of the 
Property of the people wf the state this rate 
is certainly high enough. 

Now, Mr. Editor, we have the spectacle 
of members of tne general assembly trying 
to Unlock the treasury at both ends—one party 
ig diving for ff key which Bom Toombs 
threw away thiety-one years ago in order to 
mortgage the state and posterity to build 
useless railroads which we would not know 
what to do with after we got them. 

The other would abolish the act of 1908 
limiting the rate of taxation so that the 
people can be taxed millions of dollars to 
support the vilest criminals of the state at 
the expense of honest men and women. 

We must have experiment farms and 
technological schools in order that théy may 
be ‘‘corrécted instead of punished.’’

Railroad Commission to Issue 
An Order to That Effect 
Today. 


The railroad commission decided yes- 
terday and will issue an order in ac- 
cordance therewith today, that the 
United States government may enter 
into contracts with street car com- 
panies for the transportation of mail 
carriens as it has dope heretofore, not- 
withstanding its anti-pass order. It is 
held that there is no discrimination in 
this case, and that it is to the interest 
of ithe general public that all proper 
facilities should be afforded for the 
prompt delivery of the matis. 

The Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company had declined to renew its con- 
tract with the government for trans- 
porting the Atlanta mail carriers, on 
account of the commission's anti-pass 
order, and Postmaster EF. F. Bipdgett 
took the question up with the commis- 
sion, with the result that it ts held the 
anti-pass order was not intended to 
apply in this case. It is probable, un- 
der the circumstances, that the contract 
will be renewed at its expiration on 
September !. 

The railroad commission heard yes- 
terday a petition from Clay county for 
double daily passenger service on the 
Central's road from Cuthbert to Fort 
Gaines. General Passenger Agent J. C. 
Haile opposed the petition. The com- 
mission also heard a cOmplaint against 
the Seaboard and Georgia Coast and 
Piedmont, with reference to the depot 
at Darien Junction.

ATLANTA BOYS TAKING 
LONG MOUNTAIN TRAMP 


News received from Cullasaja, N. C., 
announces that Loring Raoul and 
Howard Neisler, the two Atlanta boys 
who started Thursday, July 23, from 
Chattanooga on a tramp to Asheville, 
N, C.. have so far covered {57 miles, 
an average of nearly 20 miles per say, 
since the beginning of the trip. 

After departing from near Cleveland, 
Tenn., Monday, July 27, the pair struck 
a brisker pace than at the start. and 
covered !!i miles through last Thurs- 
day, an average for the four days of 
nearly 28 miles.

They 
ihave seen and killeg a ntfmber of 
dangerous snakeés, but have so far 
evaded the famed mountain rattler In 
the matter of encounters with wild 
animals Known to rule with undisputed 
sway in the craggy steeps, they have 
been likewise as fortunate. 


EXPLORER LOSES LIFE. 


Danish Adventurer Perishes in the 
Far North, 


Copenhagen, August 6.—Mylius Erich- 
sen, thé Danish explorer, has met ‘his 
death in the far north. According to in- 
formation just received in a telegram to 
tne committee of the Denmark-Green- 
land expedition, Eirchsen andtwoof his 


companions who sailed with Nim from 
Copennagen June 14, 1906, to the unex- 
plored northeastern coast of Greenland, 
perished in a snow storm. 

The three men were on an expedition 
over the ice when the disaster overtook 
them. Otherwise the exploring party has 
been successful. Large tracts of un- 
known land have been mapped out and 
toe entire northeastern coast of Green- 
land has been charted, 
had devoted several 
years to the exploration of Greenland. 
He planned on this last trip—and this 
was the most adventurous portion ot 
his undertaking—to cross the eternal ice 
cap of Greenland at itS, broadest part 
by means of snow shoes, dog sledges 
arfi an automobile.

LOT OF WHISKY 


2,300,000. Gallons of Green- 
baum Liquor Destroyed 
in Kentucky. 


6.—This town, 
Lexington and 


Midway, Ky., August 
half way bet ween 
Frankfort, was the scene of a con- 
flagration that for a time threatened 
the town with destruction last night. 
The fire, which is believed to have been 
of incendiary origin, destroyed five 
warehouses of the S. J. Greenbaum Dis- 
tiking Company. entailing a loss esti- 
mated at $300,000. The amount of in- 
@urance is not known, but it ts believed 
the ioss is amply covered. The distilling 
company is a LouisviWe, Ky., éoncern, 
of which Morris S Greenbaum is the 
head. 

The flames caused by the burning of 
47,000 barrels of whisky, which turned 
@ creek near by into a flery stream, 
could be seen for i0 miles. The flames 
as they coursed down the surface of the 
Creek destroyed the Southern railroad 
trestie which spans it, along with a 
half dozen negro cabins. 

The fire sataried at about 10 o'clock 
last night in warehouse "A,”’ and spread 
rapidiy to the others, and it was feared 
for a time that the whole of the town 
would be destroyed. The wind, however, 
shifted, leaving the town in no imme- 
diate danger of destruction. 

The constructive loss to the govern- 
ment by the destruction of 2,300,000 
gailons of whisky in bond is about 
$2,500,000. The distillery has been 
closed several months. The fire will 
be investigated.

STOCKS ADVANCE 
AD GRAIN FALLS 


Leaders of Speculation Were 
intimidated by Reports 


® 
But the News of the Day Was Bet~ 
ter for Stocks, and There Wae 
Renewed Activity and 
Strength in the 
Market. 


New York, August 6.—The grain mar- 
kets weakened today and the stock mar- 
ket rose again. Yesterday's damage re- 
ports were so portentous and backed 
by 80 violent a rise in grain prices that 
the leaders of the stock speculation were 
fairly ingimidated. At this critical pe- 
riod of the crops, sensationa] reports for 
speculative purposes are looked for and 
guarded against as far as possible. Their 
effect was resisted fairly well, even yes- 
terday. The measure of the relief felt 
Over today’s better newg was unmistak- 
ably shown, ‘however, by the renewed 
activity and strength of the stock mar- 
ket tone. It is admitted, in many quar- 
ters of the present participation in stock 
operation that a long look ahead is being 
taken and nearer possibilities of unfa- 
vorable developments are being ignored 
on an assumptten that they must prove 
but temporary. The main tendency to- 
ward betterment is counted on, in spite 
of occasional setbacks, but a curtalil- 
ment in the crop yields, such as would 
radically reduce the year’s production 
of wealth from that source is not count- 
ed a factor which could be ignored. 
There was no disguise of the satisfac- 
tion, therefore, with which today’s news 
was received, of abundant rains in the 
where the corn crop

FROM RUSHING INTO TRAIN 


SAVES AUTO. 


Cleveland, Ohio, August 6.—A -man, 
said by bystanders to have been John 
D. Rockefeller, by quick action, prob- 
ably saved himself and an automobile 
load of friends from what might have 
been a serious if not a fatal accident.
